ENGLAND, FRANCE AND THE NEW 
LUROPLAN COMPLICATION. 

The military enthusiasm in Europe is rapidly 
spreading. Its center is, at present, in Schles- 
wig-Holstein, but thence: it communic: elf 
to Italy, where Garibaldi again appears upon 
the scene; to Hungary, where a Central Revolu- 
tionary Committee has been formed; to Turkey, 
where the Government believes it sees signs of a 
general rising ofthe Christians. A feverish ex- 
citement has seized the Enropean mind, and 
every one believes Europe to stand at present on 
the eve of a genoral and torriblo crisis. 

‘Tho progress of the Schleswig-Holstein ques- 
tion shows how closely democracy nnd nation- 
ality are allied. Austria and Prussia have com- 
bined their utmost efforts to prevent the recog: 
nition of the Prince of Angustenburg and to 
come to a peaceful understanding with the King 
of Denmark. But their influence and power 
seem to have gone, ‘Tho unanimity and the 
enthusiasm of the people are such as to make 
an impression oven in Vienna and Berlin, At 
the Federal Dict, the commanding influence of] 
the two great Powers seems likewise to be at an 
end, In tho proliminory votes, taken on the 
Schleswig-Holstein qu i 


ion in thé Federal 
Dict, Austrin and Prussia are known to have 
been in'a minority, and oll their threats prove 
powerless. Bavaria, Sixony and Wiirtemberg 
havo openly made common cause with the 
Jnption--edyport or any German Government, 
save those of Luxemburg (Holland) and perhaps 
Mecklenburg. i 

It was the design “of Austria and Prussia to 
prevent, during the occupation of Holstein by 
the Federal troops, any manifestation in fuyor 
of the Prince of Augustenburg until a final 
settlement of tho succession question. The Fod- 
eral Commissioners in Holstein actually issued , 
a proclamation te this effect. But all this was 
of no ayail. As'the Danes, before tho udyance 
of the Federal troops, withdrew from Holstein, 
the people in every town spontaneously rose 
and proclaimed the Prince of Augustenburg 
Doke of Schleswig Holstetm, ‘The Saxon and] 
Hanoverian troops, to which tho Federal Exeou- 
tion had been intrusted, did not only mot sup- 
press these manifestations, but openly eympa- 
thized with them. ‘The Prince of Augustenburg 
arrived in the duchy of Holstein, issued a proc- 
lamation announcing his ascension to the 
throne, and expressed the hopo that the Federal

“PEACE DEMOCRATS.” = 

A ‘Pesce Democrat,’ when our country is 
* fighting for oxistanco, is rathor a novelty. Usu- 

ally, s Domocrat, when he sees war mado on 
the Stara and Stripes, ‘goes in’ for the old 
flog, withont much inquiry as to whys or whore- 
fores, To bo “oz'in tho Cholera and in fayor 
of thy noxt War,” nsed to he a fast of Democra- 
oy. Bret, in theso days, cortain oracles of 
Democracy tell us that thoy are ‘‘ Peace Dom- 
ocrats." 

‘Let us tost thoir profession: ‘ 

Within tho last two or threo weeks, we have 
‘had nows from various qnartera strongly indi- 
ooting an early roturn of Pence. Tho movement 
jn Arkansas for the reorganization of that 
Btate asa loyal, liborty-loving mombor of the 
good vid Union, is the most important. Its 
Reader, Edward W. Gantt, was chosen to Con- 
gress ag an independent Democrat in August, 
4860, boating Mitchell, the regnlar Democratio 
eondidgte in the Ld (Southorn) District, by 
3,562 majority. Tho eecession of his State 
prevented his taking his seat, and he became 
Bobel Gonoral. Sick of the Rebellion, he is 
now in Washington, at the head of a strongdel- 
egation, to arrange for the resurrection of 
Arkansas as a loyal Freo State, And it is plain 
that a vory largo majority of the people of that 
Btote are with bim in heart end aim. 

So Louisiana is preparing to resume her place 
in the Union as a Freo and therefore immovably 
Joyal Stato. No one imagines that, being Free, 
whe can evermore be other then loyal, A very 
Jarge proportion of her whito freemon are actively 
enlisted in tho movement, and thoy oxpect to 
poll a majority yote of the resident clectors 
‘whon their first election takes place, Exten- 
sive planters are ardently engaged in the work 
satisfied that Slavery, whatover it may or 
might have been, has ceased to be usefol, or 
even possible, in their State. One of the 
planters most active in the movement was 
worth Threo Millions of Dollars when tho State 
soceded, and wes in the Rebel army at Shiloh; 
be thinks ho is worth One Million still, if we 
can haye an early peage on the basis of Free 
Wabor, for which he is working. He is as- 
tonished by the fact that hoesn actually make 
Cotton and Sugar cheaper by Froo Labor than 
he over conld by Slare. 

Tennessee is likewise preparing to reorganize 
wander the President's Proclamation, She will 
ho fully represented in Congress-as a Free 
State, we trust, before the end of tha present 
Session. 

As to old North Carolin, we presume no one 
Goubis that she would to-day vote herself back 
{nto the Union under the President's Proclama- 
gion of Amnesty ifshe only had achancs. Sho 
never really seceded; yet her Unionists have 
Deon consoripted by tons of thousands to fight 
for the Rebellion and been placed in the hottest 
fore-front of the battle! More North Carolin- 
feus haye diod for tho Rebel causo then ever 
were heartily in favor of it. And now her peo- 
pile are calling for Peaco in tones that must 
wake the rickety usurpation at Richmond totter 
fo its foundations.

PAY OF COLORED TEOOPS. 
‘Tho War Department, by an order of Deoom- 
bor 22, authorized Gon. Gillmoro to enlist and 
organize all the colored troops that can be re- 
cruited within his Department—their pay and 
allowance to be the same os now granted to 
colored troops, vis: ten dollars 8 month, less 
three dollars for clothing. In obedience to the 
Department, Gen. Gillmoro has promulgated its 
order, and bas appvinted Col, Littlefield snper- 
fntendont of tho recruiting eorvice; but his 
~ gecond aot is to send Col, Littlefield to Wash- 

ington on dn errand of justice to the colored 

troops already under his command. He urges 

that Congress eball pass an ect retrospectivo in 
s oharacter, giving colored troops, from the 
date of their enlistmonts, the same poy and al- 
Yowances for clothing provided by law for white 
aoldicra, This recommendation is based on 
Buch # atatement cf facts as ought to secure im- 
mediate attention, Hero are eome of the faots: 

‘The 64th Massachusetts left home May 28, 
2863, ‘The regiment has lost 39 killed in bat- 
to, 20 by disease, 155 wounded, 116 missing 
Qrisoners), Whon theso men enlisted, thoy 
‘Wero promised $13 9 month and the usual al- 
Towansos for clothing. Now mark: Every 
man who dicd in battle, or by disease, died 

ly imdebt (0 the Government for clothing. 
Bor ihe clotting ghich they wore aa sol- 
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diera tho Governmont charged thom moro 
than it paid thom for thoir sorvicos, aud the 
men who gavo  thoir liyos to tho coun- 
try in the memorablo assault on Port Wagnor, 
are brought in debt on tho Quartormnster's ac- 
counts for tho uniforms which tho Robels 
stripped from thoir bodios after denth. This 
rogiment now asks to be paid from tho dato of 
its enrollment, or to bo mustered out of tho 
servico, 

Tho Ist North Carolina enlisted also on 
tho understanding that thoy wero to have 
the samo pay os white eoldiora, Thoy have 
boon seven months in the sorvice, and the avor- 
ago amount charged to each man for clothing is 
$51, leaving $19 duo to each for the whole 
torm of his onlistment—less than $3 a month, 
And there are duo and unpsid to tho regiment. 
about $30,000 for work dono in the Quartor- 
master's Department in North Carolina before 
they enlisted. 

Tho 34 U. 8. Colored Volanteors haa lost nino 
mon Killed in battle, each ono of whom in 
charged with $30 worth of clothing and credited 
with half that amount as pay. Each dies in 
dobt to tho Government, leaving no bounty or 
pension, or provision of any kind for his family. 
f the eighteen men who died from diseaso, the 
samo is true; and tho clothing issued to those 
living has absorbed moro than four-fifths of 
their pay. 
‘Tho 55th Massachusotts has been in servico 
sinco June, 1863. The average amount of} 
clothing charged to cach man is $53, and thore 
remains due to each for seven mouths service 
17, Audin every regiment of colored troops 
uow in the United States service, whethor 
raised North or South, substantially tho eame 
stato of facts exists, 
Now, in the fece of such treatment as this, 
how can colored troops be asked toenlist? The 
facts aro known to every negro in Gen. Gill- 
moro’s Department, and ho sees that he bas 
no right to attempt any further recruiting until 
the injustice is ropaired. Col, Littloficld goes 
{o Isy the facts before the Military Authorities 
and Committees of Congress. Wo lsy them 
bofore tho country also. We say again that it 
is not enough to pass sucha bill as has beon 
introdnced in the Honse, which provides only 
for fature pay.

‘Tho movoment for the restoration of Lonisiana 
to the Union has received a sudden acceloration 
by tho proclamation of Gon. Banks, An election 


is ordored on the 22d of Fobruary for Governor 
aud othor Stato officers, who are to bo installed 
on tho 4tb of March; an electionon a doy not 
Gixod is to bo hold for members of Congress; and 
an olection of delegatos to a constitutional con- 
vention is announced on the first Monday of 
April. 

Tho Proclamation, howovar, goesfarthor than 
norely to aot in motion the machinery of Stato 
Government. It is deolared that the funda- 
mental law of the Stato is martial low, and by 
Virtuo of it all parts of tho Constitution and 
lawa of Louisiana which recognize, regulate or 
tolate to Slavery are annniled, beeguso “incon- 
sistent with tho present condition of public 
affairs and inapplicable to any class of persons 
now oxisting within its limits.” Inasmuch as 
considerable portions of Louisiana wore ox- 
cepted from tho Proclamation of Freedom, 
Gen. Banks's order must bo regarded in the 
light of an extension of tho Emancipation policy, 
and in anticipation of tho notion of the Con- 
vention. 

‘The qualifications of voters at tho elections 
oro clearly defined, and the rogistrations nnder 
the Military Governor and the several Union 
associations is confirmed and approved. If by 
the latter aro meant Free-State assoviations, of 
which we recently gave an account, the anti- 
Slavery Unionists are to have control of the 
movement to a certain oxtent, 

It is announced that the basis of representa- 
tion in the Constitutional Convention is to be 
fixed horeafter, The matter is ono of such im- 
portance that wo wikh Gon. Banks bad openly 
declared his intention. Under tho Constitution 
of 1852 the basis of representation was the total 
population in each parish, and the rosult was 
thatthe country parishes wheroin lay the large 
plantations aud of which the negro population 
was in, excess of the whites, wore practically 
controlled by the planters and sent 8 mojority 
of representatives to the Legislature, If this 
basia wore now to bo adopted there is reason to 
fear that tho Free Stato Party, which reckons 
undoubtedly among its yotors a majority 
of those entitled to yote ot all, 
mey bo outnumbered in the Conyon- 
tion by tho élaycholding interest that still 
controls the country parishes. No ono doubts 
that New-Orleans will go for Emancipation. 
Undor tho old apportionment, the Parish of 
Orleans is entitled to but 21 representatives. 
On a white basis sho would have 41, and os tho 
old Legislature consisted of but 98 mombora, 
the difference was of great consequence. We 
cannot suppose that Gen. Banka intends to por- 
petunte the old and unequal ratio, If tho Free- 
State men are to hayo tho representation to 
which they are fairly entitled, ho must disoard 
the existing basis and adopt one moro cquitable. 
The tono of his proclamation is sq deaidedly in 
favor of a polioy of freedom for tho State, that 
wo are oncouraged to holisve thalf this ia whet 
he really moans. i

French accounts from Moxico, recelyed via 
Havana, bring details of the battle at Morelia, 

n Deo, 17, which they represent ao the finish- 
ing blow to tho Mexican cause. The entire 
Moxican army is said to have bean dispersed, 
the chief military leaders killed, and Prosident 
Juares to have sought refuge in flight to Mon- 
terey. They expeot that, with this defeat, the 
resistance of the Mexicans to the invasion will 
be exhausted. 

This French ecoonnt of the battle at Morelia 
tallies, on the whole, with the Mexican, which 
we published in onr issuo of Jan, 12. The 


de Potosi, sinco tho fall of the City of} 
Mexico tho rosidonoe of President Juarea, was 
occupied by tho Imporialist Gen. Mejia on 
Deo. 24, and now that considorably moro than 
ono half of the total population of Moxico are 
within tho military lines of the Fronch, the 
concontration of anything like a larga Mexican 
army is becoming highly improbable. 

Maximilian, arriving at such o juncture In 
Mexico, will not find it diffoult to reorganize 
the political administration of tho Empire. Wo 
consider it further probable that if he can 
maintain himsolf for auy longth of time, be wil 
make great efforts—and not without somo suo- 
cess—to develop the matorial resources of the 
country, But tho struggle between European 
and American civilization will not thereby be 
ended. Tho insurrection of the peoplo of Santo 
Domingo, who roso against the Spaniards amid 
much more unfavorable oireumstanoes than tho 
Mexicans now are in, or ever will be in, pre- 
enges the fate of Mexico after the establishment 
of au Empire, Noarly every European mon- 
ereby is now engaged in’ 6 life-and-death 
struggle with o progressing demooracy. An 
American monarchy, of recent dato, must ex- 
poot to mect with an opposition much more 
formidablo,

Mr. Reverpy Jomnson is reported as saying 
in the U.S. Senate, on Saturday, thet ‘ the 
peoplo of Maryland did not believe that tho 
colored troops could do the daty of white men.” 
He probably represents tho opinions of Mary- 
land about as faithfully as he did in the Charles- 
ton Democratis Convontion of 1860, when he 
said in reference to secession that ‘under 
almost any conceivable circumstances, Mary- 
land will acknowledge her righta as o Southern 
State, and will vote with the people of the 
South.”

An interesting oud somewhat ominons reply, 
of a truly Nafolconio nmbiguousnces, bas been olicited 
from the Emperor of the French bya letter in which 
Prince Frederick of Augustenburg, “having taken pos- 
ucssion of the Government of tho Duckiea of Soblestig- 
Volsteia in his quolity of legitimate heir,” snbmits to 
tho Emperor's oploion “some observations relative to 
the rights whiob it Js his daty to claim.” In his 
answer, the Emperor Nopoleon anya thot thoro is 
“nothibg more honorable than to bo the representa- 
tive of caus which onpporta Itself on tho independ- 
ence gud tho nationality of a people," and that, conso- 
quently, P¥inee Frederick may rely on his sympathy, 
Fo has fought for Itallan indopoudence ond “raised 
Mts volo” for Polish nationality, aud therofore be can- 
not haye other sentiments in Germany, Dut tho great 
Powers are vniteml by the Conrentien of London, and as 
their mecting aleno can eolye the Scbleswig-Holstein 
question, he regrets for that and mony other reasons 
that England Les refused to taka part in ¢ Europoan 
Congress, 

‘Telograms anticipating the advices brought by 
tho Colcntta nnd Chino mall merely atata that, in Now- 
Zealand, “tho war is proceeding,” and that ‘the 
natives aro eal to ba ornonating thelr ottonghold.’ 
From Jopan wo haya tho announcement that tho 
Princo of Satsuma, whom the destruotion of Kagosima 
hon brought to his sonses, hau offered to pay an indom- 
nity for the murder of Mr, Richardson, to crest a monu- 
ment to his momory, and “othorwice to atono for his 
doath.”

T know that the acorn involves the oak, but I know 
aleo that tho commonest acoldeut may destroy Its po- 
Fontial charaoter and defeat ils natural destiny. One 
arave brings its treasure from the briny deop, but an- 
other often sweeps it hack to its primal depths, ‘he 
maging that revolutions never go backward mast be 
zoken with limitations. The revolution of 1318 wes ono 
‘of the grandest that yer dazzled a guzing world. It 
overturned tho French throne, sent Louis Philippo into 
‘exile, shook evory throus in Europe, ond inaugurated a 
glorious Repablle. Looking on from a distance, the 

iouds of democratic liberty saw tu the conyulsion the 
death of kingeraft in Raropé and throughout the world. 
Great Was their disappointment. Almost in the twink: 
Jing of an eye, the latent foroes of despotiem rallied. 
‘Phe Republic disappoared. “Ter noblest defenders wore 
sent into exile, and the hopes of democratic liberty 
were blasted in the moment of their bloom. Politics 
and poridy proved too strong for the priuciples of lib- 
erty und justice in that contest, I wish T coula say 
hat no such Habilities darken tho horizon around us. 
But the samo clements aro plainly, involved hero as 
there. ‘Thongh the portents are that we shall flourish, 
3t is too much to say that wo caunot fail and fall, Our 
destiny ia not to be taken out of onr own hands. Tt is 
cowardly to shuflle our responsibilities upon the shoul- 
ders of Providence. I do not intend to argue, but to 
state facta. 

We aro now wading deop into the third year of con- 
Aiict with a ficrce and savgninary rebellion, one which, 
at tho beginning of St, wo ‘were hopefully. assured by 
ono of our most sagacious and trusted political prophots, 
Srould be onded in tess than ninety dayé; 6 rebellion 
which, in its worst features, stands ‘aloue among rebel- 
Jions a xolitary and ghastly horror, without a parallel in 
ho history of any nation, ancient or modern; a rebel- 
ion inspired by no love of liberty and by no hatred of 
oppression, os most other rebellions Have beeu, and 

jerofore ntierly indefensible upon any moral or pocial 
grounds; o rebellion whioh openly and. shamelessly dots 
‘St deGanco the world’s judgment of right aud wrong, 
‘Sppeals from light to darkuess, trom intelligence to ig- 
Sorance, from the over-inorvasing prospects and bless- 
ngs of a high and glorious civilization to the cold und 
Frithering blasta of a nuked barbarism; o rebellion 
ayhich, oven at this unfinishéd stage of it, counts tho 
stumber of its elain not by thousands nor tons of thou- 
ganie, but by hundreds of thousands. A robellion 
which, in tho destruction of human life and 
dns rivalled the earthqnuke, the whirlwind an 
tilenoe that walketh in darkness and wasteth at noon- 
doy. It has planted agony at & million hearthstones, 
Yhronged our streots with the weeds of mourning, filled

AWlen ouk Republican Government at Washington 
mukes color and not character the criterion of prviue- 
tion in tho army, and degrades colored commiusioned 
officers at New-Orleans below the rank to which even 
tho Rebel Goverment had elevated thom, I think wo 
are in danger of a compromise with Slavery. 

Our hopeful Republican friends tell me this is impos- 
sible—that tho dey of compromise with Slavery. is past.

Hon, Iknow that times baye changed yery rapidly, and 
that wo have changed with thim, Noverthcless, T 
know also thut wo are the same old American people,

again, ‘The leaven of compromise is among us—I ro- 
peat, whilo we bayoa Democratic party ut the North 
trimming its sails to catch the Southern breeze in the 
next Presidential election, we ore in danger of compro 
juJse, Tellane uot of amuesties and oaths of allegiance, 
They are valucless in tho preaonce of twenty hundred 
fops invasted in human ilesh. Let but the little 
finger of Slavery got back into thia Union, and in ono 
Year you shall see its whole body again upon onr backs, 
White  respectablo colored man or Woman can be 
Kickod out of the commonest strect-oar in Now-Yor 
Where auy White cuflian moy rido unquestioned—we aro 
indanger of scomprowise with Slavery.

Slavery profession is based upon devotion to the Union 
Tether than hostility to Slavery, there ta danger of a 
Hluveholdb peace, Until whe shall see the eleotion of 
Novembe- next, abd know thut ithas resulted in the 
eleotion ofa soaud Anti-Slavery man as President, we 
shall holu danger ofaslaycholding compromise, Indecd, 
So long os Slavery hasany life left in if, uy whero in tho 
countess, wo aro in danger of such compromise, 

"Thea there is the dauger arising from the impatience 
of the peopla on eccount of the prolongation of the war. 
Timow tho American people. ‘Choy are an impalsive 
people, iinpatlent of deloy, clamorous for change—and 
biven Jook for results out of ull proportion to the means 
joyed in attaining them, 

Poe and I know that the mission of this war ts 
Nationsl regeneration. We kuow und coneider that a 
nation is not horn inadoy, We know that lerge bodies 
move slowly—and often seem tomoye thus—when, could 
‘ro perceiva their actual velocity, we should bo aston 
Jehed ut its greatness. A great’ battle lost or won is 
easily deacribed, underatood, and approoidted; but the 
moral growih of a great nation requires retlection, as, 
Well as uliservstion, to uppreciate St. ‘Thero are vast 
Timbers of Voters, ho make uo Aocount of the morel.
